1.  (l)  WATER.  The  several  piped  water  sources  in  the  District  are  enumerated 

"below  -  sources  A,  B  and  C  are  Council  owned  as,  at  the  end  of  1 959,  were  80 
miles  of  warer  mains.  The  villages  supplied  from  each  source  and  the  number  of 
houses  supplied  in  each  parish  is  indicated  in  the  table  on  Page 


Source  HAfl ,  The  Eriswell  Bore  and  Reservoir  is  owned  by  our  Council  and 
supplied  (in  addition  to  the  villages  indicated)  the  R.A.F, 
Station,  Lakenheath.  The  Eriswell  Reservoir  has  a  storage 
capacity  of  900,000  gallons  -  vhe  pumping  station  is  equipped 
with  two  electric  pumps  -  one  of  20,000  and  the  other  of 
15,000  gallons  per  hour  capacity. 


Source  "B".  The  Brandon  wells  and  Reservoir  also  owned  by  the  Council 

supplies  also  houses  in  Y/eeting  in  the  area  of  Swaffham  R.D.C, 
Norfolk,  The  Branch  Reservoir  storage  is  100,000  gallons  - 
there  are  submersible  electric  pumps  working  in  the  bores  which 
are  through  the  centre  nf  the  dug  wells.  Two  oil  engines  and

In  the  case  of  check  samples,  1  of 
the  unsatisfactory  samples  proved  to  he  satisfactory, the  remaining  3 
unsatisfactory  samples  were  obtained  from  Brandon  No.  1  Bore  after  chlorination 
samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

Private  Supplies.  5  samples  were  taken  from  private  supplies, 
which  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory.  In  the  case  of  check  samples,  2  of  the 
unsatisfactory  samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory,  1  of  the  remaining  3 
unsatisfactory  samples  was  from  a  Bored  Wa_ 1  and  the  water  is  used  for  Cattle 
purposes  only,  the  remaining  2  unsat isfactory  samples  were  obtained  from  Bored 
Wells  of  isolated  houses,  no  mains  sjrpply  is  likely  to  be  provided  and  the 
occupants  were  informed  to  boil  the  water  before  using  for  drinking  purposes. 

Extension  to  Wat er  Mains  etc.  The  contract  for  additional  water  storage  at 
Gazeley  and  the  laying  of  a  6”  main  to  Kentford  was  commenced  at  the  latter 
end  of  the  year. 

The  linking  of  the  water  supplied  between  Red  Lodge  and  Worlington  was 
carried  out  by  the  Councils  staff,  3,190  yards  of  A  inch  main  were  laid. 

Small  bore  extensions  were  carried  out  at  Crossways,  Barton  Mills;  Shrub  House 
Site,  Beck  Row;  'Small  Pen  Lone,  Brand  or ;  ^he  Street,  Holywell  Row;  &  vfilde  Street, 
Beok  Row. 

Main  extensions  were  carried  out  in  Town  Street  Road,  Brandon,  in  order 
to  provide  a  mains  supply  to  a  new  housing  site, 

A  defective  it  "  pipe  was  replaced  with  a  3"  pipe  in  Pond  Lane,  Brandon, 

Other  main  extensions  of  320  yards  at  Isleham  Road,  Worlington;  and 
1A0  yards  at  Cemetery  Road,  Lakenheath,  were  carried  out. 

Tenders  were  being  invited  for  main  extensions  at  Beck  Row;  Undley; 

Undley  Common;  Heath  Barm  Road,  Red  Lodge;  and  Thetford  Road,  Mildenhall, 
at  the  latter  end  of  the  year. 

The  estimated  quantities  of  water  supplied  in  bulk  to  other  Authorities

(ii)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.  889  houses,  which  is  l8^o  of  the  total 
A, 911  inhabited  houses  in  the  District,  are  connected  to  modem  sewerage  works, 
of  which  A  were  connected  during  1939*  Tnere  are, of  course,  many  more 
houses  in  the  District  each  with  their  own  privvte,  seperate,  satisfactory 
cesspool  drainage,  as  can  be  gauged  from  the  estimate  of  1,380  cesspools  in 
the  area.  Prom  this  it  follows  that  about  another  3C^  of  the  houses  in  the 
District  are  thus  drained  into  Cesspools.

BRANDON  SEWERAGE.  The  contract  for  the  sewer  extension  to  serve  the  area  of  Mile 
End  and  Town  Street  Road,  was  commenced  in  the  middle  of  the  year. 

IdTT.TTRWHAT.T.  SEWERAGE.  The  Ministry  enquiry  was  held  about  the  middle  of  the  year, 
following  which,  the  Consulting  Engineers  made  progress  with  the  Contract  documents 
and  Tenders  were  received  for  trial  boreholes, 

LANENHBATH  SEWERAGE.  A  general  survey  of  the  village  was  carried  out  by  the 
Engineers  Department,  Negotiations  were  proceeded  with, for  the  sewerage  works  site* 
and  the  scheme  was  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  at  the  latter  end  of 
the  year, 

GAZEIEY  SEWERAGE  SCHEME .  A  general  survey  of  the  village  was  carried  out  by  the 
Engineers  Department,  The  sewerage  works  site  was  selected  and  the  CX/ners  consent 
was  obtained  at  the  latter  end  of  the  year,. 

Cesspool  Clearance,  The  estimated  total  number  of  Cosspooxs  in  the  area  is 
1,380,  The  number”  of  clearances  made  was  1 ,52.6,  of  which  4-50  were  free  clearances 
under  the  Council's  scheme.  The  number  of  clearances  in  1938  was  1,317. 

Although  the  Councils  cesspool  emptier  has  been  fully  employed  throughout  the 
year,  it  has  not  always  been  possible  to  give  prompt  service  in  dealing  with  all  the 
calls  made  for  its  use.  It  was  necessary  to  hire  contractors  to  assist  on  79  days 

in  1959. 

2,  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS.  The  conditions  of  the  rivers  and  streams  in  the  area  call  for 
no  special  comment.  Reports  on  samples  taken  from  the  effluent  discharged  from  the 
Brandon  Sewerage  Works  shows  that  this  continues  to  be  satisfactory.  The  result  of 
the  effluents  taken  by  the  Great  Ouse  River  Board  shows  that  the  nature  and 
composition  of  the  effluent  is  well  above  the  minimum  standard  of  not  more  than  30 
parts  per  million  of  suspended  solids  and  does  not  take  up  more  than  20  parts  per 
million  of  dissolved  oxygen  in  5  days  at  20°C,  This  standard  set  by  the  Great  Ouse 
River  Board  is  based  on  the  general  standard  recommended  by  the  Royal  Commission  on 
sewage  disposal, 

3#  (i)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION,  Contractors  to  the  Ccuncil  carry  out  a  weekly 

clearance  of  pail  closets  in  defined  portions  of  the  parishes  of  Mildenhall  and 

Conversion  of  pail  closets  to  W.C's,  during  1959  numbered  2.  Carried  out 
with  the  aid  of  improvement  grants  as  part  of  individual  improvement  schemes  of 

existing  houses. 
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Public  Conveniences,  The  free  washing  and  other  facilities,  available  at  the 
Public  Conveniences  provided  in.  Brandon  in  1940  and  in  Mildenhall  in  1951,  aJ'1 
assett  to  the  District,  Similar  facilities  are  requested  for  Lakenheath,  but  these 
await  a  suitable  site  and  sewage  scheme. 


fii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING,  A  further  strain  was  placed  upon  the  refuse  collection 
system  by  the  change  of  policy  whereby  collections  were  increased  from  twice  or  four 
times  per  month  to  fortnightly  or  weekly,  and  substitution  of  days  for  bank  holidays 
on  which  previously  no  collections  have  been  made, and,  increasing  development  of  new  hot 
Under  the  previous  arrangements,  vehicles  usually  had  one  or  two  days  per  month  free 
of  collections  when  arrears  of  work  and  maintenance  could  be  dealt  with,  but  tnese 
free  days  do  not  now  occur.

SECTION  47,  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT.  Prom  time  to  time  during  the  year  cases  have  arisen 
where  elderly  persons  have  been  thought  to  be  unable  to  devote  to  themselves  sufficient 
care  and  attention.  Such  cases  are  seen  by  the  Welfare  Officer  on  the  County  Medical 
Officer's  staff  who  try  to  persuade  them  to  enter  hospital  of  "Part  III"  accommodation. 
Where  the  person  is  unwilling  the  cases  are  referred  to  me,  as  the  District  Medical 
Officer  can  take  action  under  Section  47,  National  Assistance  Act.  All  cases  so 
referred  during  1959  responded  to  further  persuasion  by  the  Welfare  Officers  and  myself, 
so  that  they  entered  voluntarily  without  our  having  recourse  to  Magistrate  or  Court.
